TEUTONS  PLOT 

AGAINST  CZECHS 

PARIS,  March  11.— The  coun- 
cil of  the  great  powers  tonight 
heard  s  statement  presented  by 
Dr.  Benes  of  the  Czecho-Slovak 
delegation  on  the  widespread 
conspiracy  alleged  to  exist 
against  the  new  state  on  three 
sides  —  Germany,  Austria-Ger- 
many and  Hungary. 

According  to  documents  found 
on  a  German  courier  arrested  at 
Prague,  an  extensive  plot  is  be- 
ing fomented  to  excite  a  revolu- 
tion and  furnish  arms  and  am- 
munition to  those  wishing  to 
overturn  the  new  Government.

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LONDON,  March  11.— Fighting  is 
etlll  going  on  in  Berlin  with  great 
fury,  according  to  undated  report* 
received  in  Copenhagen  from  the 
German  capital  and  forwarded  by  the 
Exchange  Telegraph  Company.  Wit- 
nessee  of  the  fighting  in  the  last  few 
days  say  that  both  the  8partacans 
and  the  Government  soldiers  acted 
like  wild  beasts.  Hostilities  continue 
in  the  northern  and  northeastern  sec- 
tions of  Berlin  and  the  government 
troops  are  killing  all  prisoners  who 
fall  into  their  hands.  Women,  the 
reports  add,  participated  in  the 
cruelties  with  as  much  desperation  as 
the  men.

OTTAWA.  March  11.— Hon.  N.  W. 
Rowell.  continuing  the  debate  on  the 
Address  said  he  desired  to  deal  with 
Canada's  external  relations  and  to 
define  her  status  among  the  nations 
composing  the  British  Empire  and" 
the  world.  He  also  wished  to  refer 
to  the  situation  In  Russia,  which,  he 
remarked  in  passu*,  was  extremely 
grave. 

Mr.  Rowell  said  that  it  would  be 
recalled  that  the  German  Empire  aa 
it  Is  today  and  the  Dominion  '  of 
Canada  came  Into  being  on  the  same 
day,  July  1,  1867.  The  condition  in 
the  two  countries  was  very  different. 

Germany,  with  a  big  population 
and  a  small  area,  had  adopted  an 
autocratic  form  of  government,  with 
which  went  development  of  a  huge 
military  machine.  Her  history  had 
been  one  of  great  material  and  mili- 
tary progress,  until  finally  she  had 
reached  a  point  where  she  thought 
she  waa  safe  In  starting  the  great 
war. 

Canada,  on  the  other  hand,  with 
her  large  territory  and  email  popula- 
tion, had  devoted  her  energies  te 
subduing  the  natural  obstacles  found 
on  every  side.  The  result  had  been

OTTAWA.  March  11.— An  unusual 
circumstance  brought  the  adjourn- 
ment  of  the  Commons  at  10:0S 
o'clock  tonight.  There  were  only 
fifteen  members  In  the  House,  and 
Joseph  Demers,  of  St.  John.- Iber- 
ville, drew  the  attention  of  the' 
Deputy  Speaker,  who  waa  in  the 
chair,  to  the  fact  that  there  was  not 
a  quorum.  The  latter  then  declared 
the  House  adjourned. 

This  automatically  closes  the  de- 
bate on  the  address.  It  can  be  re- 
vived, however,  by  special  motion  to- 
morrow and  again  placed  on  the 
order  paper. 

This  is  only  the  second  occasion  In 
the  history  of  the  Canadian ,  Parlia- 
ment upon  which  sue  han  incident 
has  occurred.

Soviet  Armies  Are  Driven  Back  in  Other  Districts, 
But  Win  Successes  Near  Orenburg— Ger- 
man Troops  Have  Recaptured 
Towns  Northeast  of  Libau. 


ARCHANGEL,  March  11.— Operating  ten  guns,  the  Bolshcviki 
forces  yesterday  shelled  the  village  of  Vista vka  on  the  Vsgg,  almost 
completely  destroying  it  Repeated  heavy  infantry  attacks  followed, 
but  these  were  repulsed  with  heavy  losses  by  the  Americans,  British 
and  Russians. 

The  Allies  were  greatly  outnumbered,  but  fought  bravely  in  the 
snow.  The  Allied  troops  this  morning  still  occupied  the  ruins  of 
Vistavka  and  were  ready  for  new  attacks. 

VLADIVOSTOK  Siberia,  March  11— (By  W.  E.  Playfair.  Cana- 
dian Press  Correspondent.) — Information  received  here  is  to  the  effect 
that  the  Bolshcviki  have  been  driven  back  from  the  Pero-Kungur  rail- 
way to  Osa,  which  is  stubbornly  defended.  East  of  Ufa  the  Siberians 
advanced  twenty  miles.  In  the  Orenburg  region  the  Bolsheviki  cap- 
tured Kanonikolska  and  threaten  to  cut  off  General  Dutov's  army. 
The  Japanese  report  the  presence  of  5,000  of  the  enemy  in  the  Amur 
region. 

BERLIN,  March  11.— German  forces  have  recaptured  the  towns 
of  Laiden  and  Ichrunden,  northeast  of  Libau,  Corland,  according  to 
reports  received  here.  The  Bolsheviki  were  driven  back  with  heavy 
losses. 

STOCKHOLM,  March  11.— A  British  squadron  has  arrived  at 
Libau,  according  to  advices  received  here.  On  board  the  warships 
are  members  of  a  British  commission. 

VLADIVOSTOK,.  Thursday,  Feb.  27.— At  a  conference  of  the

Macneill.  Secretary,  of  the  O.  W.  V.  A„ 
appeared  at  the  first  meeting  this 
morning  of  the  parliamentary  Com- 
mittee on,  Soldier's  pensions  and  made 
^preliminary  statement  retarding  the 
views  of  the  Veterans.  Hon.  N.  W. 
Rowell  presided. 

Mr.  MacneUl  said  the  Attitude  of  the 
Veterans  was  one  of  co-operation. 
They  considered  the  present  scale  In- 
adequate, particularly  with  regard  to 
widows  and  the  totally  disabled,  and 
thought  It  should  be  more  generous. 

In  reply-  to  Col.  Hugh  Clark,  Mr. 
Macneill  said  their  view  was  that  the 
scale  should  be  based  on  the  cost  of 
living  in  various  parte  of  the  country, 
therefore  it  would  not  be  uniform 
throughout  Canada.  He  thought  this 
would  be  quite  practicable, 'although 
not  established  in  any  other  country. 

The  present  rate  for  widows  and  to- 
tally disabled  men,  it  was  pointed  out, 
Is  $88  a  month,'  and  Mr.  Macneill  gave 
it  aa  his  personal  view  that  a  totally 
disabled  man  with  a  family  of  five' 
should  receive  •  1.400  or  $1,600  a  year. 

With  regard  to  orphan  children.  Mr. 
Macneill  expressed  the  view  that  they 
should  be  given  equal  education  ad- 
vantages with,  those  children  whose 
Parents  are  alive.  They  should  there- 
fore receive  pensions  up  to  21  years 
of  age. 

Mr.  Rowell  asked  if  It  would  be  a 
good  thing  to  give  pensions  up  to 
that  age,  and  Major  Andrews  said 
the  children  of  the  dtaablad  veteran* 
and  of  soldiers  who  had  died/should 
be  given  the  same  educational  ad- 
vatagee  as  the  children  of  the  ilea.

LONDON,  Marfch  11— Government 
troops  In  Berlin  made  further  pro- 
arose  Saturday  and  Sunday  in  demol- 
ishing Spartacan  atrongholds  In  the 
northern  and  eastern  section*  of  the 
city,  according  to  a  wireless  message. 
The  troops  used  artillery  and  mine- 
throwers, being  thus  able  to  force  the 
Insurgents  back  without  exposing 
themselves.  The  Spartacana  are  at- 
tempting to  transfer  their  field  of  re- 
sistance to  the  eastern  suburbs.  The 
dispatch  says  their  terroristic  meth- 
ods have  oaused  a  revulsion  of  feeling 
in  favor  of  the  Government  every- 
where. 

Railway  traffic  and  other  communi- 
cation services  have  been  resumed, 
!  except  on  the  electric  street  railway,, 
the  employees  ot  which  are  striking 
for  an  advance  in  wages. 

BERLIN.  March  10. — (Noon). — 
Government  troops  were  busy  today 
in  driving  Spartacan  bands  from 
various  sections  of  Berlin  and  to 
Tor  fl.  determined  effort.  &&< 
.  rtacan  stronghold  of  Lichten 
berg,  a  suburb  to  the  east  of  the  city. 
The  Spartacana  are  reported  to  have 
large  depots  of  weapons  and  ammuni- 
tion In  Lichtenberg.

SIR  SAM  HUGHES 


All  the  soldiers  and  police  officials 
who  were  not  killed  during  the  fight- 
ing for  the  post  office  and  police  sta- 
tion, or  who  did  not  escape  from  the 
buildings,  were  murdered  bv  the 
Spartacans. 

Many  were  tortured  and  killed  in 
the  streets.  At  least  one  woman  was 
among  the  victims.  The  police  ar 
chlves  In  Lichtenberg  were  burnec 
and  80,000  marks  were  stolen  from 
the  postoffice. 

The  number  of  persons  killed  in 
the  present  uprising  Is  believed  to 
exceed  160.  Reports  of  Spartacan 
atrocities  continue  to  pour  In,  and 
resumed  today  In  the  issuance  of  an 
order  by  Herr  Noake,  the  Minister  of 
Defencee,  that  all  found  opposing  the 
Government  troops  with  weapons 
should  be  shot  immediately.  Many 
Spartacans  were  taken  prisoner  dur 
Ing  the  forenoon,  and  summary  exe 
cutions  began  at  once,  the  order  of 
Herr  Noake  being  welcomed  by  the 
embittered  Government  forces.  Armed 
civilians  stopped  a  Red  Cross  ambu 
lance  today  and  killed  or  wounded  all 
the  persons  in  it.  Another  band  of 
Spartacans  clubbed  the  soldiers  to 
death  .and  killed  a  householder  who 
attempted  to  Interfere 

The  Independent  Socialist  newspa 
pers,  Die  Frelhelt  and  Die  Republic, 
have  been  forbidden  to  appear.  Al- 
though the  Independent  Socialist 
leaders  protest  that  they  are  not  con 
nected  with  the  insurrection,  they 
continue  to  make  attempts  to  em  bar 
the  Government  and  to  play  into 
the  hands  of  the  Spartacans  by  de- 
manding that  the  volunteer  troops  be 
withdrawn  from  Berlin.  Many  Inde- 
pendents are  known  to  be  fighting  in 
the  Spartacan  ranks. 

The  Government's  preparations  to 
put  down  the  revolt  Indicate  .that 
force  will  be  used  to  the  utmost. 

The  Government  military  comman- 
ders expect  that  It  will  take  at  last 
two  days  of  steady  fighting  to  . 
ture  Lichtenberg  and  the  suburbs  of 
Kopenlck,  Wejssensee  and  Rumraels 
burg,  all  on  the  eastern  outskirts  of 
Berlin. 

There  communists,  with  help  from 
.  the  criminal  and  hoodlum  elements, 
continue  to    offer    stout  opposition. 
Government  troops  are  taking  no  prl 
sbners. 

The  Government  forces  also  have 
the  task  of  combatting  the  Insur- 
gents, who  are  separating  Into  small 
bands  and  terrorising  districts  which 
heretofore  had  been  Unmolested. 

One  Spartacan  band  last  night  sue 
ceeded  In  taking  a  machine  gun  into 
a  house  opposite  the  barracks  of  the 
guard  regiment  on  Frledrlchstrasse, 
north  of  Unter  den  Linden.

Cooper,  Vancouver  South,  made  a 
strong  attack  upon  General  Sam 
Hughes  and  a  defence  ot  Sir  Arthur 
Currie,  the  Canadian  commander,  In 
the  House  today.

Hughes 
In  the  Canadian  Commons. 

Major  Cooper  remarked  that  Gen- 
Hughes  had  said  he  stood  for  sav- 
ing the  lives  of  the  boys. 

"Did  he  give  this  matter  considera- 
tion 7"  asked  Major  Cooper,  "when  he 
placed  the  Ross  rifle  In  the  hands  of 
the  troops?" 

Gen.  Hughes,  said  Major  Cooper, 
had  said  he  could  not  find  a  returned 
soldier  who  would  not  curse  the 
name  of  the  officer  who  ordered  the 
attack  on  Mons.  and  the  result  ot 
this  had  been  that  people  in  Panada 
believed  Sir  Arthur  Currie  had  given 
the  order  to  attack'  Mons  and  the  re- 
sult was  wholesale  murder. 

Major  Cooper  explained  that  who- 
ever was  responsible,  Canada  and  the 
Canadian  Corps  were  Just  a  cog  In  the 
wheel.  With  regard  to  Gen.  Hughef 
charge  be  said: 

"A  sergeant  would  not  have  made 
the  foolish  statements  made  here." 

Col.  Peck,  V.C.,  wanted  to  know

FOR  EARLY  PEACE 

PARIS,  March  XL—It  has  become 
known  that  Pope  Benedict  has  ad- 
dressed an  appeal  to  the  powers  em- 
phasising the  urgency  of  the  speedy 
conclusion  of  peace  with  Germany. 

It  Is  understood  that  the  Pontiff 
states  that  the  Vatican  possesses  re- 
liable Information  that  the  situation 
in  Germany,  socially  and  economic- 
ally, Is  very  grave  and  that  he  fears 
the  spread  of  Bolshevism  with  such 
rapidity  that  It  might  result  In  the 
establishment  of  a  Bolshevik  state, 
which  in  turn  might  become  allied 
with  the  Bolshevik!  in  Russia. 


The  Pope  is  reported  to  have  said 
that  he  feels  that  the  only  way  to 
avoid  sueh  a  eventuality  Is  a  speedy 
peace — a  peace,  he  says,  which  will 
not  humiliate  the  German  people.

VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  March  11.  — 
The  ease  of  Chew  Sue  Yen,  the 
prominent  Chinese  editor  of  Victoria, 
was  formally  opened  by  His  Worship 
Magistrate  Shaw  this  afternoon,  fol- 
lowing an  hour  and  a  half  debate  on 
technical  points  of  the  law  between 
counsel  for  the  defence.

Looking  as  black  as 
thunder  he  swore  at  -the  group  in  a 
manner  which  would  have  been 
humorous  but  for  the  desperate 
plight  In  which  we  were  and  the 
utter  weariness  which  ws  suffered.  It 
seems  that  our  resistance  bed  some- 
what spoilt  the  time-table. 

Finally  this  gentleman  ordered  us 
Into  a  vacant  field  with  an  escort,  we 
being  under  the  impression  that  we. 
were  about,  to  be  shot  forthwith.  As 
the  party  were  being  grouped  • 
mounted  messenger  arrived  with 
word  that  other  Canadians  bad  been 
captured  and  all  the  prisoners  would 
be  concentrated  at  Roulers.  So  there 
we  went.  We  marched  it,  weary,  and 
without  food  sinee  our  supper  the  day 
before,  many  on  the  point  of  collapse 
from  loss  of  blood.  We  had  a  rest 
after  marching  about  eight  miles,  for 
we  were  halted  at  a  little  church  at 
3  o'clock  In  the  afternoon  and  were 
most  thoroughly  robbed  of  every- 
thing we  possessed  save  clothing. 
Even  the  buttons  from  our  tunics 
were  taken,  while  watches,  money 
and  keepsakss  were  pounced  upon  in 
a  hurry.  Six  o'clock  saw  our  weary 
procession  entering  Roulers,  to  find 
about  six  hundred  somewhat  down- 
cast Canadians  congregated  therb, 
most  of  them  wounded  and  many 
suffering  agonies  from  gas.  There 
we  received  some  attention  to  our 
injuries,  and  at  tost  we  received  food. 
Little  we  cared  that  it  waa  but  bread 
and  alleged  coffee;  it  was  something, 
end  wo  looked  for  more  on  the 
morrow.   ^*  - 

That  night  we  were  loaded  in 
trucks  and  sent  to  Giessen,  the  Jour- 
ney taking  twenty-six  hours,  the  only 
food  supplied  us  being  broad  and 
coffee  as  we  passed  through  Cologne. 
The  whole  of  the  party  were  kept  at 
Giessen  Camp  until  1916,  when  in- 
ability of  the  Germans  to  get  the 
Canadians  to  perform  their  allotted 
tale  of  work  while  they  were  able  to 
support  one  another  in  "stalling"  and 
other  forms  of  obstruction  led  to 
their  dispersal  among  other  prison 
camp  centres.  I  was  at  Gieesen 
throughout  my  captivity. 

Now  right  here  I  want  to  make  it 
plain  that  I  and  all  the  others  con- 
sidered that  when  we  wore  In  the 
Giessen  Camp  proper  we  were  vastly 
better  off  than  when  we  were  out  at 
the  work  camps.

It  to  quite  obvious  any  and  ell  the 
land  settlement  policies  so  far  devised 
for  returned  soldiers  are  Inadequate.

First,"  the  speaker  pointed  out,  "It 
has  been  found  that  the  gun  itself,  to 
not  at  rest,  hut  is  moving  toward  the 

the  stars  may  be  divided  into  two 
large  groups.  Ode  of  these  groups 
forms  a  cluster  and  the  other  a  sheet 
of  stars,  a  vary  thick  sheet  Indeed, 
stretching  in  the  direction  of  the 
Milky  Way. 

"These  two  groups  of  stars  as  a 
whole  are  not  at  rest,,  but  are  moving 
with  a  high  velocity  relative  to  each 
other.  The  individual  stars  of  course 
are  moving  about  at  random  In  these 
groups,  but  in  addition  the  cluster  to 
moving  relatively  to  the  sheet  with  a 
speed  of  about  23  miles  per  second. 

"The  diameter  of  tho  cluster  of 
stars  to  so  large  that  It  takes  light 
several  hundred  of  years  to  travel 
across  it.  The  other  group  we  do 
not  yet  knew  how  far  It  extends,  but 
we  will  see  later  that  the  light  prob- 
ably takes  200,000  years  to  come  to 
us  from  some  of  its  neighbors." 

Slides  were  thrown  on  the  screen 
showing  nebula  and  star  clusters.  Dr. 
Young  showed  by  charts  and  In 
other  comparisons  that  the  cluster  of 
stars  surrounding  the  earth  are  but  an 
Infinitesimal  portion  of  ths  universe. 
His  audience  toft  with  a  feint  glim- 
mering of  the  possibilities  and  prob- 
lems that  lie  before  tho  astronomer 
today.

labor.  Then  they  have  to  return  to 
tho  sub-camp  to  which  they  are  as- 
signed for  sleeping.  We  found  that 
the  farms  in  charge  of  women  were 
by  far  the  hardest  to  work  on,  the 
feminine  of  that  species  being  de- 
cidedly more  deadly  than  the  male, 
and  those  men  assigned  to  work  on 
-  farms  operated  by  women  soon  need* 
ed  replacing,  while  they  recuperated 
on  lighter  jobs,  such  as  -  breaking 
rocks  or  shovelling  coal.  Those  wo- 
men were  harridans,  nothing  else. 
Kept  the  Factories  Running 
The  men  employed  on  farms  were 
greatly  In  the  minority,  however,  the 
great  mass  of  the  prisoners  being 
assigned  to  various  manufacturers 
who  were  short  of  labor,  and  that 
was  every  Industry  In  Germany.  At 
every  plant  employing  prisoners  a 
working  camp  was  organised,  with  a 
detachment  of  old  soldiers  as  a  guard, 
and  when  the  daily  tasks  were  com- 
pleted the  men  were  herded  into 
their  corral,  which  generally  was 
large  enough  to  accommodate  fifteen 
men  and  being  occupied  by  around 
fifty. 

Welting  for  Food  Parcels 

In  thess  camps  the  food  was  ter- 
rible, but  no  more  so  than  at  Gies- 
sen proper,  and  had  it  not  been  for 
the  parcels  of  food  sent  the  men  the 
deaths  would  have  been  far  more 
numerous  than  they  were,  and  they 
were  altogether  too  frequent  at  that. 
The  food  parcels  were  at  times  de- 
layed and  came  In  bunches  on  some 
occasions,  and  the  anxious  waiting, 
the  steady  weakening  under  the 
pressure  of  work,  often  made  the 
carey  arrival  of  tho  food  seem  ae  oc- 
casion for  real  rejoicings.  My  word, 
how  hungry  a  man  can  get! 

The  worst  of  it  wee  that  no  mat- 
ter whether  a  man  was  ready  to  drop 
from  weakness  he  had  his  allotted 
task  to  perform.  No  rest  was  allow- 
ed him  until  It  was  performed,  and 
an  ever-ready  old  brute  of  a  reserv- 
ist was  always  alert  to  prod  the  slow 
with  his  bayonet  if  given  the  word 
by  the  overseer  of  the  prisoner 
squad. 

No  wonder  wo  were  glad  to  get 
back  to  Giessen  and  Its  drastic  dis- 
cipline for  a  rest-up. 

Collection  of  Ignoramuses 
One  of  the  sidelights  on  that  time 
whloh  I  shall  always  remember  was 
the  unanimity  with  which  tbe  Brit- 
ish, Canadian  and  Frsnoh  prisoners 
averred  their  total  Ignorance  of 
machinery,  their  entire  leek  of  a 
skilled  trade,  and  the  efforts  which 
the  Germans  made  to  get  our  men  to 
undertake  work  other  than  common 
tabor.  So  far  aa  I  know,  they  never 
got  a  single  Britisher  to  undertake 
skilled  labor.  In  spite  of  offers  of 
better  surroundings,  more  food,  and 
all  manner  of  concessions.  In  fact. 
In  the  earlier  years  there  were  hun- 
dreds of  men  who  refused  to 
take  any  work  whatever,  bet 
the  middle  of  1111  the  authorities 
seen*  to  stove  made  ft  a 
fen  ne  to  refuse  to  week  and  many  a 
plant  keen  lived  to  regret  that  step.

There  was  always  e  staff  of 
doctors  attached  to  the  camp,  a  poor 
lot,  most  of  them,  generally  sent  to 
the  camp  as  a  sort  of  rest  core  after 
their  experiences  at  the  front,  but  In 
the  work  camps  the  man  who  got 
sick  was  in  e  bed  way  Indeed.  He 
had  to  take  his  chance,  and  a  pretty 
poor  chenoe  it  was.  Many  a  man 
died  because  of  being  driven  to  work 
when'  any  medical  officer  would  have 
seen  at  half  a  glance  that  he 
seriously  HI.

On  our  return  to  Glesssn  we  found 
that  the  camp  was  overflowing.

C.  O.  A.  on  the  ISth  November,  1916. 
He  was  with  the  focal  garrison  two 
months,  transferring  early  In  Jan- 
uary. 1916.  to  the  10th  Brigade,  Am- 
munition Column,  C.  E.  F„  under  the 
command  of  the  late  Capt.  Birch,  of 
this  city.    The  unit  left  Victoria  on 
February  Is,  1916,  and  proceeded  to 
England  en  route  to  France.  After 
training  in  England  Gunner  Wilkin- 
son was  transferred  to  the  38th  Bat- 
tery. C.  F.  A.    This  battery  left  Eng- 
land for  France  In  July  13,  1*16; 
Immediately  they  were  ordered  to  the 
front  and  occupied  a  gun  position  in 
Ypres  Salient.   Here  they  came  under 
the  German  shell  Are  for  the  first  time. 
After  a  short  term  at    Ypres,  they 
were  moved  to    the    Somme  front, 
where  they  saw  some  sharp  fighting 
during  the  three  months  they  were 
on  this  part  of  the  line     After  oc-; 
cupymg  various  parts  of  the  line, 
they  saw  fierce  fighting  at  the  tak- 
ing of  Vimy  Ridge,  where  they  lost 
their  commander,  Capt.  Birch.  After 
Vimy  Ridge  they  fought  at  Hill  70, 
where  the  fighting  was    also  very 
severe,  the  enemy  making  ten  coun 
-attaoke    during     the    first  day. 
lere  he  lost  heavily  and  was  re- 
peatedly repulsed.    The  next  engage 
ment  of  the  battery  was    at  Pass 
chendaele,   where   the  unit  suffered 
heavily.    While  serving  this  position 
Gunner  Wilkinson  was  gassed,  losing 
his  speech  and  sight  for  a  time.  After 
undergoing  treatment  in  France  he 
was  returned  to  England  and  finally 
sent  home  to  Canada. 

He  was  one  of.  the  .number  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  men  who  were  detain 
ed  at  Kingston  for  several  months, 
being  transferred  to  Karaloops,  Brit 
ish  Columbia,  on  September  2,  1918. 
and  from  thence  home  on  December 
24.  He  gave  promise  of  recovery,  but 
having  a  relapse  he  passed  away  on 
Sunday  night. 

Gunner  Wilkinson  s  death  comes 
as  a  shock  to  all  who  knew  him  and 
the  lose  Is  keenly  felt  by  all  his  com- 
rades of  the  unit  to  which  he  be 
longed.  He  was  beloved  by  all  who 
came  in  contact  with  him.  and  his 
noble  sacrifice  will  live  in  the  mem 
ory  of  those  who  knew  him. 

The   funeral  will   take  place 
Wednesday  at  3  p.  m'.,  and  will  be  in 
charge  of  the  military  authorities. 

ASKS  "SUBSTANTIAL 
AID  FOR  SOLDIERS 
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NEW  MUNICIPAL  BILL 
11  NOT  BE  PRESSED 

House  Committee  Decides 
i  Measure  Providing  for  Local 

Government    Board  Can 

Stand  Over. 


Following  a  meeting  of  the  Munici- 
pal Committee  of  the  Legislature  last 
evening,  it  was  definitely  decided  that 
the  new  Municipal  Act  would  not  be 
carried  through  the  Legislature  at 
the  present  session.  Certain  provis 
ions  of  it,  however,  are  to  be  taken 
and  incorporated  as  amendments  to 
the  old  Municipal  Act,  and  these  will 
be  drafted  by  Mr.  F.  A.  McDlarmld 
and  Municipal  Inspector  Balrd  for 
subsequent  presentation  to  the  Legis- 
lature. 

The  provisions  Include  those  relat- 
ing to  assessment,  to  taxation  and  to 
tax  sales.  Ilso  it  Is  proposed  that 
there  shall  be  safeguards  in  future 
which  will  compel  municlpoUtles  to 
keep  their  sinking  funds  intact  and  at 
the  required  figure.  It  Is  further 
proposed  that  the  Government  shall 
Issue  a  list  of  securities  In  which 
municipal  sinking'  funds  may  be  in- 
vested. These  and  some  minor  pro- 
visions will  take  the  form  of  amend- 
ments to  the  old  Municipal  Act  and 
are  likely  to  be  passed  during  the 
present  session.  The  creation  of  a 
Local  Government  Board  will  not  be 
pressed  at  this  time  owing  to  opposi- 
tion developing  in  the  Municipal 
Committee. 

The  above  action  was  decided  upon 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Municipal  Com- 
mittee last  night  following  discussion 
of  the  question  at  the  morning  ses- 
sion of  the  advisability  of  proceeding 
with  the  new  bill  this  session. 

It  was  patent  at  yesterday  morn- 
ing's discussion  that  municipal  opin- 
ion throughout  the  Province  is  any- 
thing but  unanimous  on  the  merits  of 
the  bill.  Numerous  petitions  have 
been  received  by  members  of  the 
committee  as  well  as  members  of  the 
Legislature  urging  that  it  be  laid  over 
for  a  year,  a  state  of  affairs  which 
cameras  more  or  less  of  a  surprise  to 
representatives  of  the  Union  of  B.  C. 
Municipalities,  who  have  been  in  the 
city  for  the  past  few  days  considering 
certain  amendments  to  existing  leg- 
islation which  they  were  prepared  to 
favor  should  the  decision  to  lay  the 
bill  over  be  arrived  at.  The  union  at 
its  Penticton  convention  last  Septem- 
ber approved  of  the  principles  as  now 
Incorporated  In  the  bill,  and  further 
approval  was  voiced  at  the  recent  ex- 
ecutive session  of  the  union  held  here. 
Union's  Case  - 
The  case  of  the  union  was  pre- 
sented by  Reeve  Loutlt,  of  North 
Vancouver,  vice-president  of  the 
union,  supported  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Shall- 
crose  arid  Mr.  F.  A.  McDlarmld,  their 
chief  plea  being  that  only  by  some 
such  provision  as  a  Local  Govern-, 
ment  Board  could  the  existing  situa- 
tion be  met.  Chief  discussion  center- 
ing upon  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  the  provisions  of  the  bill 
respecting  the  compulsory  holding  of 
tax  sales.  The  board,  it  was  stated, 
would  merely  exercise  control  of  the 
municipal  affairs:  it  would 
away  any  of  the  powers

The  present  financial  position  of 
great  bulk  of  the  municipalities 
through  tax  delinquency  and  failure 
to  realize  thereon,  a  condition  which 
was  increasing;  rather  than  diminish- 
ing, called  for  urgent  action.  Mr. 
Shallcross  argued.  Special  circum- 
stances required  special  treatment,  he 
said,  as  he  quoted  figures  to  show 
that  the  position  in  one  municipality 
was  different  from  that  in  another, 
and  yet  the  net  result  was  the  same 
in  both.  A  board  as  proposed  would 
be  In  a  poslUon  to  deal  with  each 
case  on  broad  lines,  irrespective  of 
local  prejudices,  and  by  supervision 
of  financial  details  meet  a  situation 
which  In  the  majority  of'  case 
becoming  calamitous. 

Immediate  action  was  what 
needed.  Chairman  Bell  stated,  after 
hearing  the  various  arguments  ad- 
vanced. His  thirteen  years'  experi- 
ence in  municipal  affairs,  he  said, 
told  film  that  the  present  situation 
required  attention  at  once  and  he 
favored  the  passing  of  the  bill  as 
drafted.  Undoubtedly,  he  suggested, 
there  would  be  changes  required  as 
the  principles  were  worked  out.  Re 
asked  for  expressions  of  opinion  by 
members  of  the  committee. 

Dr.  Rose,  member  for  Nelson,  stat- 
ed he  had  been  Instructed    by  the 


Re-organ lsatlon  of  the  Soldiers  Aid

Oeer,  set  forth  that  representatives  of 
the  Provincial  Great  War  Veterans' 
Association,  in'  the  person  of  Captain 
Whlttaker.  President,  and  Mr.  Walter 
Drinnan,  field  organiser,  as  well  as 
representatives  of  other  soldier  bodies, 
waited  upon  the  committee  and 
especially  urged  the  maintenance  of  an 
organization  financially  assisted  by  the 
province  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
relief  to  and  the  assistance  of  soldiers' 
dependents  who  are  in  need  of  relief 
and  assistance  from  time  to  time.

Board  re  adding  unnecessary  and 
expensive  machinery,  when  In  neces- 
sity the  municipalities  could  rely 
upon  the  Municipal  Inspector.  He 
would  favor  substituting  the  Muni- 
cipal Inspector  for  the  Local  Gov- 
ernment Board,  giving  him  the 
powers  granted  to  the  latter. 

Municipal  Inspector  Balrd  and  Mr. 
McDlarmld  explained  the  powers  of 
the*  Local  Government  Board,  the 
former  pointing  to  the  fact  that  he 
Is  constantly  In  receipt  of  complaints 
from  individual  ratepayers  in  muni- 
cipalities, complaints  which,  had  he 
the  power,  he  could  deal  with.  While 
the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council 
acts  In  a  supervisory  capacity,  the 
fact  was  that  It  was  too  busy  to  at- 
tend to  complaints  or  difficulties  aris- 
ing in  municipal  government  and 
was  not  possessed  of  the  local  knowl- 
edge necessary  to  deal  with  them. 
Supervision  over  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  municipalities  was  absolutely 
necessary,  Mr.  Balrd  stated,  and 
there  was  Imperative  need  of  some 
authoritative  bo<*y  that  could  act  to 
the  end  that  the  special  problems  of 
the  various  districts  could  be  given 
adequate  attention  and  they  be  lifted 
out  of  the  financial  mire  In  which 
they  were  sinking  more  deeply  every 
day.  He  stated  that  as  regards  the 
question  of  additional  means  of  rev- 
enue for  the  municipalities,  it  was, 
he  understood  the  intention  of  the 
Government  to  go  into  the  whole 
question  of  municipal  finances  during 
the  present  year. 

Mr.  McDlarmld  strongly  argued  for 
the  bill  as  presented  and  especially 
for  the  Local  Government  Board  He 
suggested  that  a  study  of  the  bill 
would  show  Its  simplicity.  To  the 
suggestion  that  there  was  no  need  of 
three  on  the  board  when  one  com- 
petent man  would  fill  the  bill,  Mr. 
McDlarmld  stated  that  three  heads 
were  better  than  one."  One  of  the 
board  should  be  a  financial  man  and 
one  a  lawyer.  While  there  had  been 
arguments  against  the  board  baaed 
upon  the  score  of  expense,  he  de- 
clared It  to  be  his  conviction  that  a 
board  would  In  short  time  save  much 
more  than  its  yearly  cost  through 
proper  administration  ef  the  sinking 
funds.

Opposition  Members  Have 

Changes  to  Suggest  to  Measure 
Now  In  Legislature 

The  Superannuation  Bill,  under 
which  the  Government  proposes  to 
Inaugurate  a  superannuation  service 
for  the  members  of  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice, is  having  a  more  or  less  stormy 
passage  through  the  committee  stage 
in  the  Legislature.  Testerday  after- 
noon Opposition  members  had  some 
criticism  to  offer  of  some  of  the  pro- 
visions. Mr.  Pooley  being  to  the  fore 
with  suggestions  of  changes  In  the 
shape  of  a  round  deeen  amendments, 
which,  with  one  or  two  exceptions, 
were  left  over  untU  the  next  ^ssuslon, 
when  the  measure  will  again  be  dealt 
with.  Ae  the  Government  has  made 
it  clear  it  will  not  table  the  measure 
for  a  year  as  requested  by  the  Civil 
Service  Association,  the  Opposition 
are  showing  no  disposition  to  let  It 
get  by  without  some  consideration. 

Section  five,  which  sets  forth  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  an  allowance  but 
which  concludes  with  the 
that  no  superannuation 
shall  be  granted  to  any  person 
tired  after  reaching  the  time  limit  or 
because  of  disability,  unless  the  re- 
tirement and  superannuation  are  ap- 
proved by  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion as  In  the  public  Interests, 
brought  forth  protests  from  Mr.  Bow- 
ser and  Mr.  Hawthornthwalte.  The 
latter  declared  such  an  Invasion  of 
the  principle  of  the  bill  by  a  commis- 
sioner who  might  be  affected  by  Gov- 
ernment Influence  was  "simply  mys- 
terious," while  Mr.  Bowser  declared 
that  the  measurer  was  framed  for  the 
benefit  of  the  servant  and  gave  him 
an  absolute  right  which  wsa  subse- 
quently taken  away.  While  it  Vas 
provided  the  servant  should  be  re- 
tired by  the  Lieutenant-Governor-In 
Council,  the  commissioner  could  step 
In  and  override  that  decision. 

Hon.  Dr.  MacLean,  who  is  sponsor- 
ing the  bill,  declared  there  was  no 
reason  to  suppose  the  commissioner 
would  act  ether  than  In  a  common 
sense  manner,  and  his  control  would 
obviate  the  possibility  of  a  man  being 
got  rid  of  for  political  reasons. 

Objection-  was  also  taken  to  sec 
tlon  six.  which  gives  the  right  to  the 
Lieutenant-Governor-ln-Counoil.  if  a 
Minister  reports  that  the  services  of 
a  servant,  about  to  be  superannuated 
for  any  cause  other  than  age,  have 
hot  been  satisfactory,  to,  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  commission,  fix  the 
superannuation  allowance  at  a  sum 
less  than  that  to  which  he  would 
have  been  entitled.  Here  was  an 
other  case.  Mr.  Hawtrorntbwalte 
argued,  where  a  servant  could  be  got 
rid  of  and  despoiled  of  a  considerable 
part  of  his  proper  allowance. 

Premier  Oliver  argued  that  while 
the  object  of  the  bill  was  to  Induce 
the  servants  to  save  against  old  age, 
yet  there  was  the  taxpayers'  side  to 
bo  considered.  There  were  servants 
who  watched  the  doe 
who  watched  their  work.  It  was  not 
right  that  the  former  should  receive 
the  same  reward  as  the  latter,  and 
there  must  be  some  power  to  pass 
upon  the  merits  of  the  servant.  He 
did  cot  fear  that  the  Ministers  or  the 
commissioner  would  act  In  eny  un- 
fair or  arbitrary  manner,  for  they 
would  possess  a  lively  sense  of  the 
effect  of  wrong  actions  upon  the  pub- 
lic mind. 

Mr.  George  Bell  thought  that  if  a 
man.  even  a  shirker,  was  kept  on  for 
years  he  was  entitled  to 
talaty  of  receiving  the 
counted  upon  by  him. 

Most  of  the  sections  under  discus- 
sion were  laid  over. 

Mr.  Glolma's  motion  calling  for  a 
return  of  correspondence  and  the 
agreement  upon  which  was  based  the 
bill  to  provide  for  the  carrying  Into 
effect  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Indian  Commission  which  two  years 
ago  investigated  the  Indian  situation 
in  the  Province,  was  approved.  He 
stated  he  understood  that  there  was 
some  Interesting  correspondence  on 
the  arrangement  between  the  "Prov- 
ince and  Dominion  and  that  there 
was  another  suggested  agreement  the 
terms  of  which  did  hot 
commission's  report.

Principles  Upon  Which  Ad- 
ministration Pledges  Action 
Approved  by  Legislature, 


After  some  criticism  by  the  Leader 
of  the  Oppoeiuon.  who  argued  that 
the  record  of  the  Government  Indi- 
cated that  little  good  could  be  ex- 
pected from  It,  the  resolution  stand- 
ing in  the  name  of  Premier  OUver 
enunciating  the  policy  of  the  admin- 
istration towards  the  returned  aol- 
dlera  waa  unanimously    adopted  In 
tho  Legislature  yesterday  afternoon. 
The  resolution,  the  full  text  of  which 
has  already  appeared  In  these  col- 
umns, called  for  an     expression  of 
gratitude  from,  the  Legislature  and 
citizens  to  tho  sons  and  daughters  of 
the  Province  who  have  served  the 
cause  of  freedom  overseas,  an  ex- 
pression which.  It  waa    aet  forth, 
should  find  expreaalon  In  a  sincere 
endeavor  to  apeed  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  returned  men,  obviate  any 
loss,  physical,  financial  or  otherwSje. 
and  care  for  their  dependents,  and 
called  upon  Federal,  provincial,  mu- 
nicipal and  other  bodies  to  put  forth 
every  effort  to  that  end.    It  aijp 
went  definitely  on  record  aa  being  the 
policy  of  the  Government  and  its  ex- 
pressed desire  to  co-operate  with  and 
encourage  private  employers  to  give 
"every  possible  preference  In  the  mat- 
ter of  employment"  to  returned  men. 

Expressing  his  own  opinion,  that 
the  reaoluUon  waa  quite  unnecessary, 
while  admitting  that  might  be  con- 
sidered a  strange  position  for  him  to 
take,  though  one,  he  thought,  consist- 
ent with  the  attitude  he  had  always 
taken  on  the  subject.  Premier  Oliver 
referred  to  previous  House  resolu- 
tions bearing  upon  the  queaUon  of  the 
returned  soldiers.

Has  His  Doubts 

Complimenting  the  Government  In 
eecurlng  the  eupnprt  of  the  soldier 
members  even  if  on  auch  an  unim- 
portant matter  aa  a  point    of  order. 
Mr.  Bowser  suggested  the  reaoluUon 
could  well  be  supported    by  every 
member  of  the  House,    though  he 
could  not  look  for  any  definite  results. 
What  the  Opposiubn  would  like  to 
waa  something  tangible.    Paper  legis- 
lation and  paper  motions,  declared 
the  Leader  of  the  Opposition;  were 
about  aa  far  aa  the  Government  ap- 
peared able  to  get.    The  Opposition 
based  its  want  of  confidence  In  the 
Government  on  the  actions,  not  the 
words,  of    the    administration.  He 
could  not  forget  the  atUtude  of  the 
Premier  on  the  reaoluUon  presented 
by  the  soldier  member  for  Victoria 
calling  for  a  declaration  by  the  Gov- 
emment  that  enlisted  civil  servants 
should  be  reinstated  In  the  •service, 
and  to  the  quick  volte    face  taken 
when  one  of  the  ministers  had  been 
forced  to  come  forward  with  another 
amendment  to  take  the  place  of  that 
moved  by  the  Premier.    The  Govern- 
ment with  Its  large  majority  had  full 
power  to  show  by  something  real  and 
tangible  that  it  merited  the  confid- 
ence of  the  returned  men,  but  ao  far 
it  had  failed    to  do    anything.  Mr. 
Bowaer  claimed. 

The  reaoluUon.  Mr.  Bowaer  said, 
had  been  proposed  by  some  wise  man 
of  the  Government  party  in  causuc 
session  and  brought  down  and  ten 
days  had  gone  by  without  any  effort 
at  oringlng  U  to  a  vote. 
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Co-operated  With  Soldiers 

The  present  resolution  had  been 
drafted  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
representatives  of  the  returned  sol- 
diers. In  fact,  drafted,  he  understood. 
In  co-operation  with  them,  to  meet 
their  requirements.  He  did  not  know 
whether  It  would  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  all  the  soldier  members, 
but  it  had  been  brought  down  with 
the  purpose  of  endeavoring  to  reach 
a  common  ground  whereby  the  Legis- 
lature would  be  relieved  from  the 
necessity  of  placing  on  record  In  va- 
rious statutes  the  aubject  matter  of 
the  reaoluUon.  Everything  possible 
that  could  be  put  in  words  to  meet 
the  whole  situation  had  Ibeen  put 
there. 

Mr.  P.  Globna,  Victoria's  soldier 
member,  congratulated  the  Premier 
upon  having  brought    forward  the 
reaoluUon.  but  he  desired  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Provincial  Secretary 
to  that  portion  of  It  referring  to  the 
need  of  giving  expreaalon    of  the 
gratitude  of  the  House  to  the  soldiers 
by  an  endeavor  "with    the  utmost 
apeed"  to  rehabilitate  those  who  have 
served.    He  recalled  the  occasion  In 
the  House  when  the  Provincial  Sec- 
retary recently  had  referred  to  a  boy 
who  had  left  the  service  in  '191s  and 
had  asked  to  be  reinstated  In  his 
Government  position.    The  Provincial 
Secretary  had  implied  that  because 
that  boy  had  not  reached  England  he 
did  not,  apparently,  have  a  right  to 
consideration.    That  boy,  Mr.  Glolma 
said,  had  offered  himself  for  enlist- 
ment in  August,  1914.  and  again  In 
1818,  but  had  been  rejected.  When 
he  found  he  could  enlist  here  he 
wrote  to  England,  but  failed,  and  In 
1918     he     waa  successful.     It  waa 
hardly  fair,  the  member  for  Victoria 
said,  to  hold  that  such  a  ease  was 
not  enUtled  to  every  consideration. 
Late  Premier's  Policy  * 
Mr.  Glolma  also  quoted  from  a  let- 
ter written    by    the    late  Premier 
Brewster  in  May,  1918.  in  which  he 
had  made  It  clear  It  was  his  policy  to 
give  every  consideration  to  returned 
men.    He  took  It  that  that  waa  atill 
the  policy  of  the  Government.  He 
naked  that  the  boy  referred  to  should 
be  reinstated  in  the  service. 

Hon.  Dr.  Mac  Lean,  Provincial 
Secretary,  declared  that  particular 
case  had  never  come  to  his  attention. 
The  Individual  he  had  referred  to  aa 
-  only  returned  soldier  the  Govern- 
_Jt  had  not  been  able  to  give  a  posi- 
tion to  waa  a  man  whose  previous  re- 
cord In  the  service  had  been  auch  that 
it  waa  not  deemed  advisable  to  re- 
instate him. 

Expressing  the  thanks  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  the  returned  men  waa  a 
graceful  act,  Lieut,  F.  J.  A,  Mac- 
Kensie aald,  and  he  had  nothing  to 
say  in  criticism  of  the  terms  of  the 
resolution,  but,  after  all.  actions 
counted,  and  a  perusal  of  the  votes 
and  proceedings  of  the  House  setting 
forth  answers  to  queatlona  aaked  by 
the  Opposition,  especially  in  respect 
to  why  returned  soldiers  had  not  been 
appointed  to  positions  given  to  party 
followers,  showed  clearly  that  the 
Government's  acta  and  its  professions 
were  totally  divergent.  He  comment- 
ed upon  the  fact  that  many  positions 
for  whfoh  returned  men  were  un- 
doubtedly fitted  had  been  granted  to 
others  and  the  only  reason  the  Gov- 
ernment would  give  to  queatlona  on 
the  point  waa  that  the  appointments 
made  had  been  made  la  the  public 
interest.  There  waa,  for  Instance,  the 
case  of  a  native  daughter,  a  former 
member  of  the  civil  service,  of  years' 
standing  and  good  servloe,  who.  after 
serving  two  years  with  the  Admiralty 
and  doing  excellent  work,  had  return- 
ed. She  possessed  a  latter  from  the 
late  Premier  stating  aba  would  be 
reinstated  upon  her  ' return,  and  yet 
she  waa  still  without  a  position, 
though  many  positions  had  been 
given  to  other  women,  any  one  of 
which  poaiUons 
potent  to  fill.

M  he  proceeded  to  quote  from 
Government  answers  to  questions 
aaked  by  the  Opposition  relative  to 
various  appointments,  answers,  he 
averred,  that  gave  wonderful  evidence 
of  the  want  of  confidence  Between 
the  Government  and  the  returned 
men.

Some  Appointments 
Mr.  Bowser  mentioned  among  ap- 
pointments concerning    which  ques- 
tions had  been  aaked.  the  case  of  Jo- 
seph Burke,  named  deputy  sheriff  at 
Vancouver,  over  the    age    limit,  at 
which  appointments  could  be  made 
to  the  service.    Any  returned  men  of 
ordinary  intelligence  could  have  filled 
the  position,  but  when  the  Opposi- 
tion inquired  why  a  returned  man 
had  not  been  appointed  the  anawer 
of  the    Attorney-General    had  been 
that  Burke'a  appointment  had  been 
In  the  public  Interest    It  was  in  the 
public  interest  to  name  a  party  fol- 
lower, bu,t  not  a  returned  man.  Then 
there  waa  Thomas,  62  years  of  age, 
far  above  the  age  limit,  and  therefore 
a  strictly  illegal  appointment.  He,  too, 
was  appointed  in  the  public  Interest' 
aa  waa  Sheriff  Macdonaid,  65  years 
of  age,  a  former    Laurier -Liberal; 
and  Mr.  F.  J.  Stacpoole,  58  years  of 
age,  named  Registrar  of  Titles.  Mr. 
Bowser  had  nothing  against  the  quali- 
fications of  those  gentlemen,  but,  he 
argued,  the  poeiUona  could  have  been 
given  to    equally  qualified  returned 
men.   In  but  one  case  had  a  returned 
man  been  named,  and  there,  the  Min- 
ister of    Lands    had    Informed  the 
House,  the  poaition  was  too  lonely 
and  a  man  named  Coffee,  aged  55, 
had  been  appointed.    The  returned 
man  had  found  the  Job  too  lonely, 
Mr.  Bowaer  suggested,  and  left,  but 
Coffee,  a  party  heeler,  had  not  found 
it  ao.    Then  there  waa  Joseph  Cook, 
a  staunch  party  worker  of  Vancou- 
ver, who  was  also  appointed  "in  the 
public  interest"  to  hand  out  motor 
licences  at  a  good  salary,  work  that 
could  have  been  equally  well  done  by 
a  returned  man;  Shledall,  a  German, 
who  was  road  foreman  at  Nakusp' 
but  public  opinion  became  ao  pro- 
nounced that  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  had  to  discharge  him  and  ap- 
point a  returned  man;  the  celebrated 
Peter  Lorensen.  first  president  of  the 
German  Club  at  Prince  Rupert,  fore- 
man on    Government    bridge  work, 
concerning  whose  appointment  the 
OppoalUon  sought  particulars,  but  the 
anawer  had  been  "no  information." 
Did  he  fall  like  manna  In  the  desert, 
asked  Mr.  Bowaer.    The  Opposition 
had  asked  why  a  returned  man  had 
not  been  given  the  Job  handed  to 
Lorensen,  and  the  answer  had  been 
"answered  by  No.   4  *  but  Answer 
No.  4  contained  the  illuminating  in 
formation,  "no  Information." 

Mr.  Manson  interjected  the  re- 
mark  that  Lorensen  had  stated  he 
had  offered  his  services  at  the  out- 
break of  war.

He  was 
sen{  to  Barcelona,  then  and  sUll  a 
musical  centre  of  no  mean  repute,  to 
under  Garcia,   There  he  played 
"  *0-Jn_the  churches.    Soon  he 
a  violinist  in  the  orchestra  of 
the  opera  and  played  the  'cello  In  one 
of  the  largest  cafes.   The  Spanish  cafe 
music  to  like  that  of  our  beat  concerto. 
Casals   was   soon   recognised   as  a 
prodigy  and  the  cafe  where  he  played 
was  thronged.    His  name  attraoteS 
people  from  all  over  the  country. 
Musicians  came  to  hear  the  mar- 
vellous Spanish  boy,  among  them  the 
famous  Arbos  and  Albania.    The  lat- 
ter gave  him  a  letter  to  Count  Morphy. 
a  great  patron  of  the  art.  and  the 
secretary  of  Queen  Maria' Christiana, 
who  tutored  both  Casals  and  the  pres- 
ent King.    This  totter  was  not  de- 
livered for  three  years,  for  Casals  was 
unable  to  leave.  Barcelona  because  his 
parents  objected  on  the  ground  of  his 
extreme  youth.  In  the  meanwhile  the 
Queen,  to  whom  knowledge  of  his 
extraordinary  promise  bad  penetrated, 
granted  him  a  pension,  which  enabled 
him  to  devote  himself  more  fully  to 
his  studies.  > 

To  Madrid  he  went  finally  to  study 
at  the  Conservatoire  under  Breton  for 
composition  and  Monasterio  for 
chamber  music.  He  had  Casals'  com- 
position, for  chamber  music  played 
In  public,  and  one  of  them  he  used 
as  a  study  for  his  class.  At  this  time 
the  first  of  the  many  honor,  of  which 
he  has  since  been  a  recipient  was  be- 
etoyed  on  him  by  the  Queen,  the  order 
of  "Isabella  la  CatoUoa." 

When  he  was  about  seventeen  the 
Queen  granted  him  a  stipend  to  study 
In  Brussels  at  the  Royal  Conserva- 
toire. There  he  was  jf  eated  .rudely, 
and  the  boy,  proud  as  only  a  Spanish 
youth  can  be,  decided  at  once  to  leave 
Brussels  and  go  to  Parts.  Count 
Morphy  thought  this  a  piece  of  youth- 
ful waywardness  and  had  his  pension 
suppressed,  so  that  he  was  thrown  on 
his  own  resources.  An  unknown  In  a 
foreign  country,  he  must  have  experi- 
enced a  period  of  Intense  hardship  and 
it  Finally  he  went  to 
.  director  of  Lee  Concerts  Co- 
.  which  to  the  most  Important 
orchestra  In  Parle  and  probably  la 
Europe.  He  wee  engaged  immediately 
for  the  orchestra  and  the  .deer  to 
fame  was  thus  open  to  him.  From 
that  time  dates  his  world-wide  suc- 
cess as  a  'celltot  and  a  musician,  tor 
the  light  of  a  genius  like  that  of 
Casals  cannot  remain  long  hiddea 
where  there  are  any  music  lover,  to 
discover  it  Soon  after  that  he  made 
his  debut  In  Vienna,  and  It  is  said 
that  he  created  a  furore.  He  has 
played  la  an  the  civilised  countries  of 
Europe:  everywhere  bis  astonishing 
art  has  been  acclaimed  and  recognised 
by  the  highest  honors.

March  U.-fTradlns 
on  the  stock  exchange  today  lacked 
the  sustained  activity  and  enthusiasm 
of  yesterday's  later  session,  but  the 
tendency  was  unmistakably  upward, 
after  an  Irregular  opening;,  with 
many  substantial  gains  at  the  close. 

Such  uncertainty  as  prevailed  at 
the  outset  was  due  chiefly  to  the 
heaviness  of  shippings  and  several 
industrial  specialties,  but  rails  and 
shippings  became  decidedly  stronger 
later,  the  former  advancing  briskly 
on  Washington  advices  which  pointed 
to  a  satisfactory  outcome  of  the  con- 
ference between  the  director-general 
and  the  executives  of  the  transporta- 
tion companies. 

Disappointment  was  expressed  at 
the  postponement  of  the  meeting  be- 
tween steel  manufacturers  and  the 
Department  of  Commerce,  but  the  cut 
lu  the  Kennecott  copper  dividend  had 
little  effect,  metals  figuring  unimpor- 
tantly in  the  day's  operations. 

Dealings  were  broadest  and  most 
active  in  the  final  hour,  U.S.  Steel 
rising  almost.  2  points  to  98,  and  af- 
filiated ineuea  advancing  l  to  4 
points. 

Foremost  features  were  American 
Tobacco,  Alcohol,  Airbrake,  Mexican 
Pertoleum,  United  Cigars.  American 
International  and  St.  Paul  preferred. 

Sales  amounted  to  1,000,000  shares.

After  three  years  of  drafting,  re- 
drafting, discussion  and  opposition, 
the  City  Council  is  getting  an  Early 
Closing  by-law  into  definite  shape — a 
by-law  that  will  work. 

Aid.  Johns  submitted  a  proposed 
ordinance  for  the  Mayor  and  alder- 
men Monday  night.  It  was  discussed 
for  about  an  hour  and  then  turned 
back  to  the  committee  of  which  Aid. 
Johns  is  chairman  for  further  revis- 
ion. The  streets  committee  will  con- 
sider the  proposal  again  Friday  after- 


"This  was  drawn  up  in  the  Inter- 
ests of  victoria's  merchants  and  they 
approve  of  It."  declared  Aid.  Johns 
when  he  Introduced  the  by-law.  "A 
layman  has  no  right  to  interject  his 
opinion  without  having  good  founda- 
tion for  his  arguments."  he  added, 
whep.  Aid.  Andros  suggested  a  minor 
change. 

The  chief  opponent  of  the  measure 
was  Aid.  Watson  Clark,  who  first  re- 
ferred to  Its  application  to  stores  sell- 
ing gasoline  and  auto  parts  as  a  side- 
line as  a  "rank  injustice."  and  "a 
stimulator  of  monopolies." 


"It  is  a  hard  thing  to  draft  a  by- 
law that  will  please  everyone."  said 
Aid.  Johns.  "It  is  impossible  to  meet 
all  conditions,  and  it  has  got  to  hurt 
someone.  I  know  of  Chinese  stores 
that  are  operating  at  all  hours  of 
the  day  and  selling  everything  from 
hairpins  to  butter.  That  kind  of  busi- 
ness should  be  regulated.  This  mat- 
ter of  early  closing  has  been  before 
the  council  for  three  years,  and  has 
been  made  a  football  to  be  kicked 
by  .one  alderman  to  another.  I  don't 
care  how  often  you  turn  the  by-law 
back  to  the  committee,  so  long  as 
we  eventually  get  somewhere.  Here 
we  have  a  set  of  regulations  that 
pleasea  both  merchants  and  em- 
ployees. What  reason  have  aldermen 
now  to  start  knocking  It?" 

"I  understand  the  holy  thing  was 
framed  to  put  the  Chinese  out  of 
business,"  said  Aid.  Clark,  amid  a 
chorus  of  "Noes."  mainly  emanating 
from  the  lips  of  Aid.  Sangster  and 
Aid.  Johns.  . 

"It  would  have  the  same  effect  to 
put  the  Chinese  behind  a  deadline, 
where  they  belong,  perhaps,"  Aid. 
Clark  went  on,  while  Aid.  Sangster 
pleaded  with  Mayor  Porter  to  call  for 
order,  declaring  that  Aid.  Clark  had 
no  business  making  such  statements. 
Not  Class  Legislation 

"We  have  no  Idea  of  making)  this 
class  legislation,"  assured  Aid.  Johns. 

Aid.  Cameron  thought  the  council 
was  trying  to  go  a  little  too  fast,  and 
he  advised  taking  one  step  at  a  time. 

Discussion  was  adjourned  till  Fri- 
day. 

The  proposed  ordinance  provides 
for  the  closing  of  stores  every  day 
of  the  week,  except  Sunday.  Wednes- 
day and  Saturday  at  «  o'clock,  until 
5  the  next  morning.  On  Saturday 
the  plan  Is  to  close  at  9  o'clock  In 
the  evening.  On  every  statutory  holi- 
day the  stores  shall  be  closed  all  day, 
provided  also  that  It  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  shop  to  remain  and  be  kept 
open  until  8  p.m.  the  previous  day. 

Special  provision  is  made  for  re- 
maining open  Christmas  week.  The 
only  places  of  business  outside  the 
scope  of  the  ordinance  are  those  Bell- 
ing fresh  milk,  fresh  cream,  news- 
papers, magazines,  post  cards,  con- 
fectionery, beverages,  tobacco  pro- 
ducts and  smoking  accessories.

SEATTLE,  March  11. — Thousands 
of  shipyard  workers  who  reported  at 
their  former  places  of  employment 
this  -morning-  In  Aberdeen.  Tacoma 
end  Seattle,  for  the  first  time  slnee 
they  struck  for  higher  pay  on  Janu- 
ary 21,  were  disappointed  at  being 
refused  work  temporarily. 

In  Seattle  only  about  1,000  men 
were  put  at  work  in  eleven  ehlpyarde 
and  repair  plants,  but  as  the  plants 
again  get  Into  ewlng  men  will  be 
added  In  Increasingly  large  numbers. 
Estimates  placed  the  number  of  men 
who  resumed  work  today  In  contract 
shops,  boiler  factories  and  machine* 
shops  outside  the  ehlpyarde  at  4,000. 

In  Tacoma  a  smaller  number  of 
employees  were  given  work  than  were 
employed  prior  to  the  metal  trades 
strike.  Three  wooden  yards  there  es- 
pecially will  use  leas  men  because  of 
contract  cancellations  and  specifica- 
tion changes  in  wooden  ehtp  designs. 
The  one  Tacoma  steel  yard  plane  to 
resume  three-shift  operation  as  soon 
ae  possible,  but  In  Seattle  only  a  day 
shift  will  be  used.  One  Tacoma  eon* 
tract  shop,  ths  Pacific  Steel  and  Boiler 
Works,  has  mads  verification  of  citi- 
zenship a  requirement  of  Ite  future 
employees.  / 

But  few  men  were  affected  by  ths 
strike  at  Aberdeen,  and  a  number  of 
theee  found  no  work  awaiting  for 
them  when  they  returned. 

Three  SeatUe  steel  yards  plan 
launohtngs  within  ths  next  ten  days, 
snd  one  wooden  yard  has  a  vessel  al* 
most  ready  for  the  water.  Thirty- 
six  vessels  are  in  various  stages  of 
completion  in  Seattle  yards  and  em- 
ployers said  work  on  thess  vessels 
would  be  rushed  first.
